The stalk for some three feet 
from the ground, is about as large as 
a man ; coat sleeve, and is perfect wood. 
This in all treeless regions of Ne- 
vada is a most important factor, as an 
acre or two will furnish fuel for 4 fam- 
ily for an entire year. From the top 
of the woody substance issues a stalk 
on the top of which is a tuft, some- 
thing like that of sorghum issues; 
this soon drops over and the whole 
bnnch is one mass of grain. The ker- 
nel is almost the size ofa grain of 
wheat, perhaps a little smaller 
and more nearly round. Each 
one is enclosed in a shuck or inde- 
pendent capsule. The grain can be 
ground into an excellent flour, from 
which bread and other food can be 
made; it can be boiled ‘and eaten as 
rice aud cracked wheat, and in fact 
can be used for any purpose for which 
our ordinary cereals are employed.
